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Let the congregation be as still as possible. 

I wish to occupy a short time in speaking to 
you, and Iam not able to talk with the ease 
that I could wish, for my health has for some 

stime obliged me to confine myself pretty close- 
ly to my rooms. This is the first time that I 
have waiked so far as to come to this Taber- 
nacle, since the burial of Jedediah M. Grant. 
My bodily afflictions would not permit me to 
walk much, and they also still hinder my efforts 
in speaking or exercising. I have been troubled 
this winter, as are many in this high altitude, 
with a rising of the bluod to the head; that is 
what is troubling me this morving, insomuch 
that I hardly felt able to get here. 

Aided by the faith and prayers of the Saints, 
I will endeavor to speak so that you can hear 
me, and to edify you according to the best of 
my ability. 

I have a great desire to teach people the 
way of life and salvation; I have been occupied 
in that labor for many years. It has been my 
chief business to instruct the inhabitants of the 
earth how they can secure unto them eternal 
life. The more I become acquainted with the 
principles pertaining to salvation, and the more 
strictly I adhere to them, the more importance 
I attach to them. 

If I do not always view people as they really 
are, yet I see them partially as they are, per- 
haps, as looking through a glass darkly, and in 
the vision of my mind, looking at this people 
called Latter-Day Saints, and leaving out the 
residue of the inhabitants of the earth, to give 
vent to my understanding, I could cry aloud 
and weep before the Lord. It appears to me 
that very many, in their understandings, ac- 
cording to the past conduct of the people, leav- 
ing out the present, are too much like brute 
beasts, or like the door on its hinges, which 
opens and shuts as it is acted upon, and is in- 
sensible. This appears to be the situation of 
the people. 

Sometimes this seems strange and inconsis- 
tent, knowing that mankind are organized to re- 
ceive and continue to receive, aud that receiv- 

oue fact in the understanding does not de- 
prive them io the least of receiving another.— 
There is no heathen uation but what expects 
their posterity to improve in all the knowledge 
they possess, and that is required by the pa- 
rents. But the Christian nation with whom 
we have been associated, boast of their intelli- 
gence, suppose that they are exhibiting great 
knowledge and that it towers to the heavens, 
aod expect their children to improve in all the 
arts and sciences in their possession. 

When people have the privilege of securing 
to themselves eternal exaltation, when the 
words of eternal life are given to them, what 
® pity it is they do not understand how 
liable they are to fall by the way, and this 
is necessary in this state of probation. Place 
before some persons that which their appetites 
crave and require, and they will forsake every 
other thing, even their best friends. They will 
contend against their best friends and benefac- 
tors, in order to glut their appetites. When I 
look at this aot. to say nothing about any 
people but the Latter-Day Saiuts, if I have a 
correct understanding, some few of them look 
to me to be much like what we call brute 
beasts. The people are instructed, from their 
that there is no end to their learning. — 

ey are taught by their parents and by their 
teachers that they can continue to learn, that 
they can store up kuowledge, treasure up the 
wisdom of the world, and never see the time, 
although they shall live to the age of Metha- 
selah or older, but what they can add to their 
store of knowledge. 

When I apply these principles to the Latter- 
Day Saints, it would seem that when they are 
once filled, when they ure once fed upon the 
words of eternal life until their souls are satis- 
fied, they conclade that that meal will last for 
ev thick they will never require an 

more,and so they become empty, faint, weari 
dall and before they are aware of it 
they nced a spirit of reformation; they need a 
fresh manifestation of the power of God to stir 
them up and awaken them out of their sleep, 
to remove the scales i 


with their wives and children, neglect the 
things of God and turn to the paltry, corrup- 
tible things of earth, and let their affections 
and feelings be attracted from holy principles 
and placed on objects of no moment? You 
can answer this question at your leisure. 

You that see and understand things as they 
are, you who can obtain the visions of eternity, 
whose minds soar aloft to things beyond this 
vule of tears, how does it appear to you? Do 
you feel as though you can weep over the peo- 
ple? Whether you do or not, that is my feel- 
ing. To observe for what trifling thiogs men 
and women will turn away from the spirit of 
the holy gospel, after travelling a few hundred 
miles with, perhaps, a few little trials to pass 
through, sach as being perplexed with wild cat- 
tle in their teams, with misfortunes and losses; 
and they thirst, thirst greedily for the vain and 
foolish things of the world, and neglect the 
Spirit and principles of tae holy gospel. It has 
killed them spiritually to pass through those 
sorrows, privatious, and trials. You may pon- 
der these ideas in your hearts, at your leisure. 
Such conduct is one of the most astonishing 
things to me that ever I have experienced, or 
beheld; yet I have reasons for thiuking that | 
understand the natural causes why the people 
are as they are. 

I flattered myself, years ago, that whoever 
embraced the doctrine of salvation would so 
live as to enter in at the straight gate; in this, 
however, I bave been mistuken. If we this 
day had congregated the vast multitudes that 
have taken upon them the name of Christ, that 
have entered into the new aud everlasting cov- 
enant to serve the Lord our God, those who 
have embraced the gospel of salvation that has 
been revealed through his Prophet aud Seer in 
the last days, and then selected out those who 
will stand firm in the faith, you would find that 
but a small portion of the vast congregation 
had kept the faith; far the greatest number 
would be on the left hand. If you were to in- 
quire of them individually, “after you heard 
the gospel, believed, and embraced it, did you 
taink you would ever leave the faith?” every 
man and woman would reply, “no, no; I will 
believe and obey until death; no power on 
earth shall deprive me of the blessings of the 
gospel that I have embraced; for it 1 bave sac- 
rificed my all.” 

Again, would not thousands that have forsa- 
ken their fathers, mothers, children, or compan- 
ions, for the sake of the gospel, but are now 
enveloped in the spirit of the world, when ask- 
ed whether they know this gospel to be true, 
reply, ‘‘ we believe it;” aud when asked wheth- 
er Joseph Smith was a prophet, reply, “ we be- 
lieve it?” Ask such persons why they do not 
gather with the Saints, and the ten thousand 
obstacles that would be presented would tower 
up like mountains and keep them from gather- 
ing. Ask them why they do not pay their 
tithing, and they have ten thousand excuses 
and reasons to render. Inquire why they do 
not do something for the gospel, and instruct 
them,if they cannot pay their tithing, nor gath- 
er with the Saints, to go and preach to their 
neighbors, and they will say to you, “O, my 
neighbors are pretty well off, they are good 
people; here are the Methodists, Baptists, Pres- 
byterians, etc., and they are guod people and 
I really do not feel it my duty to preach to 
them.” Where aresuca persons? They are in 
darkness, they have apostatized. Another 

t class you will find have come out in open 
rebellion to the faith, to those principles they 
once testified they knew to be true, and that 
too by the power of the Holy Ghost. 

Now leave that vast multitude, and come to 
this place. Here is the gathering of the peo- 
ple; here is the carcass, and the eagles gather 
to this place; here they are by thousands and 
scores of thousands. Look through this vast 
multitude before me, and through the inhabi- 
tants of this Territory,and then go the United 
States and to Europe and the Islands of the sea, 
and gather up all who profess to be Latter-Day 
Saints, and how many of them are there in the 
way to enter into the straight gate? How 
many are going to be crowned with the Gods? 
You will all admit that this is a hard question 
to auswer. Do you think one halfof them will 
enter in at the straight gate,pass by the augels 
atid the Gods, and receive a celestial exalta- 
tion? I pray they may, even if I do not be- 
lieve so. 

Is there any person deprived of this privilege? 
No, not ove. Has the Lord cast an obstacle 
in the way of any individual, to deprive him of 
the privilege of being exalted. .No, not one: 
bat every thing that could be done has been 
done, every provision that could be miadé has 
eve could be’ institated 

encourage and elevate the people|to inerease 
ing, and to lead them to life and salvation,

Are they hindering the people? No. Are the 
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spirits of the just casting stumbling blocks be- 
fore the people, or tying their hands, or turning 
them away from the right path? No. 

Do you think that one half of the people 
walk up to every known duty, are so doing and 
laboring that they are in the straight and nar- 
row path that leads to the lives? Answer this 
question at your leisure. Yet every person will 
acknowledge that every thing the Lord could 
do for our salvation has been done. All heav- 
eu is anxious that the people should be saved. 
The heavens weep over the people, because of 
their bard-hearteduess, uubelief, and slowness 
to believe and act. 

You bave been taught, all the day long,that 
you are ina world of sin; you have been taught, 
all your lives, that the seeds of sin are sown in 
your mortal bodies; you have been taught that 
the spirit warreth against the flesh and the 
flesh against the spirit; that the spirit of every 
man and woman that gets into the celestial 
kingdom must overcune the flesh, must war 
agaivst the flesh until the seeds of sin that are 
sown in the flesh are brought into subjection to 
the law of Christ. This has been taught you, 
from your youth up. There is not a society in 
Christendom bat what has taught these princi- 
ples, and you have read them in your Bibles 
when you were children. Your mothers taught 
you that we were in a world of sin, and that 
the enemy of righteousness is all the time ready 
aud watching to overcome every individual.— 
You will reply at once, ‘ we believe this doc- 
trine,” and yet, from day to day, from week to 
week, from month to mouth, and from year to 
year, we go on as we have. Some will say, “I 
did give way to my evil passion yesterday, and 
I will give way again to-day, and I will let the 
flesh overcome the spirit. [ will bring my spir- 
it into subjection to the evil passion and evil 
influences that the enemy of Christ has sown 
in the human system. I will let my tongue 
speak just what it pleases; I will rail out 
against my neighbor when I get mad, I will 
blaspheme; I will deceive my brother, or my 
neighbor,” and thus they bring the spirit into 
subjection to the flesh,until the Lord Almighty 
will withdraw the light of trath from those in- 
dividuals, and they are left, if not to aposta- 
tise, to deny Joseph as a Prophet, Jesus Christ 
as the Savior, and to esteem holy writ and all 
the revelations from God as a burlesque. They 
are are left iu the dark, to welter in sorrow 
in the flesh, and in the spirit world they never 
can be exalted. 

Is it, then, any marvel that those who dwell 
in the heavens should weep over the people?— 
Do you wonder, now, that the prophets used to 
weep over the people in ancient times? That 
Joseph used to weep over the people in his 
day? If you do, I do not. 

Here is a large number of the Latter-Day 
Saints situated upon the mountain tops, and 
right before each individual is eternal day, or 
eternal night; eterval light, or eternal dark- 
ness; eternal love, or eternal hatred; eternal 
glory, or eternal misery. This would want a 
great deal of explaining, to bring it down to 
your capacities, so that you can understand; 
but I use oue class of these expressions to con- 
vey an idea of the opposite of the glory pre- 

ared for the people nuw before me. The Lord 
has done every thing he can do in justice and 
in truth; in his mercy and in bis long suffering 
and kindness there is nothing he has neglected, 
in order to put into the possession of this peo- 
ple power to secure themselves eternal day,eter- 
nal peace, instead of eternal misery. Eternal 
glory, happiness, beauty, power, exaltation, ex- 
cellency, and every good thing are prepared for 
the Elders that now sit before me to enter into 
the presence of the Father and the Son, where 
they could be exalted, sit with the Gods, be 
crowned with immortality and eternal lives; be- 
come fathers not only of many nations but of 
an endless posterity; be the framers not only 
of a kingdom but of an endless chain of king- 
doms. Nothing more can be done, than what 
has been done. 

How many of those now looking on me will 
order their lives so that they will secure to 
themselves eternal happiness and exaltation?— 
Do you think that one balf of this congrega- 
tion will answer that question? I pray that 
they may, whether I believe it or not. 

Do you see people neglect their eternal wel- 
fare? A feeling prevails with some that, ‘“‘ we 
do not know these things, we have not seep 
these things, we do not canderstand that there 
is a kingdom pre for the faithful; we do 


not understand that there is a piece 
for those that are unruly, those that disbe ieve, 
those that neglect the truth and the gospel 
when pat in their p ion. We do not know 
any thieg about things.” Is this so?— 
W hat do yuu say, brethren andsisters? Have 


Father aad the Son? Do you 


w where they live? “O,no.” Have you 
seen the courts of glory, have been 
ed to your view? “©, 20.” What next? 
spirit of unbelief takes place in your hearts.— 


The evemy, the evil that is in the world, that 


has caused the trouble, sorrow, and perplexity, 
is with you, is your constant companion, and is 
continually suggesting that you know nothing 
about these things, consequently without the 
utmost care and exercise of faith, and close ap- 
plicationin life of the requirements of heaven, 
you are left to drink into the spirit of infidelity. 

In this manver people are left in darkness,do 
not understand the things of God, neglect their 
salvation, and go grovelling through this world, 
without a ray of light to shine on their path; 
hoping that there is a God, and, if there is, 
that he will be merciful to them; thinking that, 


if there is a heaven, they want to go there; if | poe 


there is such a character as a Savior, they hope 
his blood will atone for their sins; and if there 
are any such beings as angels, they will pick 
them up, by and bye. It resolves itself to this, 
“if there isa God, O, be merciful to me.”— 
You do not know, do you? “O, no we cannot 
realize it.” 

Let me ask you a question, before I proceed 
further. How did you feel when the Spirit of 
the gospel first entered into your hearts, when 
the light of the gospel first shone on your un- 
derstanding? Had you any such feelings then 
within you? Had you any doubts? How did 
you talk, when you first rose to testify that the 
Book of Mormon was true, that Joseph was a 
true Prophet, that this work was of God, that 
the Lord Almighty has revealed himself in 
these our days? Had youany doubts? “ No, 
I could not help bearing testimony to those 
things, I was so full of light and 6.” Did 
you hate anybody, at that time? ‘“ No. I was 
filled with peace and union; 1 loved God and 
ull the works of his hauds. There was no a: - 
ger, malice, or wrath in me.” Do you feel so 
now? Many of you would tell me, “ o0.”— 
Have you abode in that Spirit and feeling?— 
You will answer, “ no.” 

You say within yourselves, ‘I believe the 
gospel, I believe the Lord has revealed the 
truth concerning himself, concerning the Son, 
concerning angels, salvation, eternal exaltation, 
etc.; I admit all this to be true.” Then you 
have to admit that we are organized to inherit 
all glory, power, and excellency; to be filled 
with eternal salvation and exaltation, and to 
become the sons of God, as the Apostle says, 
to be “‘ gods, even the sons of God;” fathers 
who shall endure, and whose posterity shall 
never end; though the Apostle turned the point 
very quick, because the people were not pre- 
pared to receive it. You admit the fact that 
we are organized expressly for the purpose of 
being exalted with the Gods. 

You have the words of eternal life in your 
possession. What next? Take your own pbi- 
losophy; if I am organized and capaciated to 
receive this glory and this exaltation, I must be 
the friend of Him who has brought me forth 
and instituted this exaltation for me; I mast 
not be his enemy at any time. Again, you say, 
‘“‘we are organized to become Gods, even sons 
of God; to act independently.” You expect 
to see the time when you will have at your con- 
trol worlds on worlds,if your existence endures. 
Take Abraham, for instance, you can read the 
promise made to him, and again to Jesus.— 
‘‘ Now,” say you, “we are to have kingdoms, 
thrones, principalities, powers, dominions, etc.” 
Can you read it in this book? This is the Old 
and New Testament, which you and I were 
taught, from oar youth, to believe is the word 
of God. If I am to receive these blessings I 
will be an independent character, like those 
who dwell in eternity. If this is the case, let 
me pause for a moment and use my own nat- 
ural philosophy. How can I prove myself the 
friend of God, who has placed all this glory 
within my reach, unless his influences are with- 
drawn from me, to see whether or not I will be 
his friend? At the same time when you receive 
the greatest blessings by the manifestations of 
the power and Spirit of God, immediately the 
Lord may leave you to yourselves, that you 
may prove yourselves worthy of this exaltation. 
Multitades, on the right aud on the left, when 
this Spirit and power are withdrawn from them, 
sink into unbelief and do not know whether 
there is @ God, or not, Ask them, “ what did 
you realize aud experience yesterday?” The 
reply is, “ I do not know anything about it.— 
I can see this house,I can see the sun, I can see 
men and women, bat I can say no more.” “Do 
you believe what you believed yesterday? ”— 
| not know.”

When you are 
fully aware of this, then you are ready to lay 
down your lives for the cause of God and for 
his people,jf you act on your own integrity and 
philosophy. 

One of the greatest trials that ever came on 
the Son of God when be was in the flesh, upon 
that man whom we hold as our Suvior, was 
when the mob had him in their possession. — 
They spit on him, scourged him, mocked him, 
and made a wreath of thorns and placed it up- 
on his head, (aud I will insure that it was so 
placed on his head as to cause the blood to 
start) and said to him, “ here is your cross, you 
r, worthless scamp, take and carry it on to 
that hill, for there we ure going to nail you to 
it.” How would yon feel in such a time, and 
at that very bour and moment when this taber- 
nacle suffers, should the Father then withdraw 
himself and say, “uow,my son, | will see wheth- 
er you will prove yourself worthy or not.” Did 
he walk up the bill? He did, and carried the 
cross until he fainted auder it; then they took 
it and went on, and he submitted patiently to 
the will of his Father. 

Will you submit patiently to the will of your 
Father, in the hour of darkness? Will you 
suy that you are the friends of God? O shame! 
Many of you will not say so, in the hour of 
darkness. Take these Latter-Day Saints, the 
Elders of Israel, and let many of them pass 
where they can hear the name of Jesus Christ 
and the name of their Father and God blas- 
phemed, and they will pass along as unconcern- 
ed, and will never move a muscle vor a nerve 
of their systems. That is nothing to them, 
compared to what it would be to have their 
own dear names spoken against in the least.— 
Speak against William, John, or Thomas, and 
then you will see the fire of resentment roused 
in that individual; while at the same time they 
may be opposed to their Father and God, to 
their Savior, to the Prophet, and to their re- 
ligion. People m@y scandalize these as much 
as the tongue of slander can, and not a word 
said, nor a look of disapprobation given. But 
my dear brethren, those holy men and women, 
(pardon me, if I burlesque the idea a little) 
your names are so dear to you that, let any one 
a a word against them, you are at once for 

got. 

If you want to know what you should do, 
when you hear a man blaspheme the name of 
God, and you feel that there are ten thousand 
million devils around you to see whether you 
will be for your religion, knock down the man 
that blasphemes, and say, “if you can not pray, 
I can fight for my religion and my God.”— 
When ron are in darkness is the time for you 
to exhibit your integrity, and to prove that you 
are the friends of Him who has called you to 
this glory and eterual life. 

Do you want to know how to pray in your 
families? I have told you, a great many times, 
how to do when you feel as though you have 
not a particle of the Spirit of prayer witb you. 
Get your wives and your ehildren together, 
lock the doors so that none of them will get 
out, and get down on your knees; and if you 
feel as though you want to swear and fight, 
keep on your knees until they are pretty well 
wearied, saying, “‘herelam; I will not abuse 
my Creator nor my religion, though I feel like 
hell inside, but I will stay on my kuees uutil J 
overcome these devils aroand me.” That will 
prove to me that you are the friend of God, 
that you are filled with integrity. This is good 
for every person to practice in the hour of trial 
and darkness. Say, “ I am the friend of God, 
and if you abuse him, I shall abuse you.” This 
is what Abraham usea todo. He would tuke 
his servants and go out once in a while, and 
chastise the poor, miserable characters that rid- 
iculed the Priesthood that was on him. 

Here are the people that say they are Lat- 
ter-Day Saints. Now, if you can anderstand 
your own position, you will know, perhaps, bet- 
ter how to deal with yourselves and control 
yourselves; how to bring into subjection your 
passions, ge and wills, and let the Spirit 
of Truth the Lord has given you commence 
and conquer and overcome, little by little, until 
you gain the mastery in the spirit. This pre- 
pares the tabernacle for a resurrection and eter- 
nal life. You can not inherit eternal life, 
your appetites are brought in sub. 
to the spirit that lives within yon, 
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As to the knoWledge of thé people, what do 
do they not know? Ten thousands of millions 
of times more than they know, for, 
atively , they know bat little. hat

knowledge we have, we have obtained by an 
experience. No man could know that he could 
build a building, unless he was to go to work 
and try. Were he to go work and erect a 
building, he would then kuow that he knew 
how to do it, 

Some things you do know, and there are a 
great many things that you do not know.— 
“Can you mention any thing that we do not 
know?” Yes, we could enumerate a great 
many things, and have mentioned only a snail 
portion of what is unknown to man, I will 
take that class of this cougregation that do 
not know any thing about God, heaven, earth, 
or hell, nor anything else only as they sense 
with their natural senses, and ask them, can 
you tell me your own origin? I would be glad 
to see such a person, but he is not to be found. 
Take a man who does not know anything about 
these things, and he can not tell his origin. 

Again, with all the wisdom there is in the 
world, I can refer you to another thing which 
you do not know; you do not know how io take 
the native elemeuts and organize a body like the 
oues you You may take the chemical 
apparatus of the most extensive laboratory and 
go into these mouutains, and see whether you 
can, with all your kuowledge and appliances, 
make a haman body that can breathe, to say 
nothing about the spirit: you can not do that; 
then you do not know how. 

If we were to ask the question how we came 
here, we Can not answer it. We know that we 
are here, and we know that we live. We know 


}that we see, hear, smell, &c., through the or- 


ganization of our senses. We know that when 


we have something good to eat, and plenty of 


it, that we can satisfy our appetite, and we also 
know that we get hungry again; we get sleepy, 
awake, and go about our business, The brute 
beasts know all this, although their sensitive 
powers are not so acute, nor possessed of so ex- 
tensive a range, as are those of the human fant 
ily; their intelligence more particularly belongs 
to the things of this earth. i 

The scriptures say that man is created but a 
little lower than the angels, still the great ma- 
jority do not kuow whether there is a God; 
they do not even know whether it is of any nse 
to pray to our Father in heaven, nor whether 
they have got a Father there. We do not 
know how to make a spear of grass grow on 
the earth, nor a tree, nor any other kind of 
vegetation ; all this is beyond our knowledge.— 
They grow, but we do not understand how.— 
They are produced from the elements, but un- 
dertake to organize the elements and make a 
cacumber grow, and we fail; that is beyond our 
knowledge. 

We do know, by observation, that this earth 
revolves on its axis, that it has its circuit and 
performs its aunual times. We know, by ob 
servatiou,that the firmament is filled with small, 
flickering lights. The astronomer says he knows 
that many of those lights are actaully suns to 
solar systems, the same'as our sun is to us.— 
Does he know that? Has he been there to 
see? “No.” Then he may be deceived. They 
have bad their eyes, ears, and all the other sen- 
sitive organs brought to bear upon a person, 
and have been pusitive that they were convers 
ing with and looking upon him, when at the 
same time that person was a hundred miles 
from them; they were certain that they heard 
him speak with their natural ears, yet they 
were deceived. So the astronomer may be de- 
ceived by his powerful glasses. But all the ar- 
gument in the world could not make you believe 
that those stars, or lights, were not there; you 
see them. Suppose that our optical powers 
have all been deceived, just as they are in some 
instances. There the 
optic nerve has been ived, even through a 
glass, persons supposing that they saw things 
which they, in reality, uever did see. | 

Upon natoral principles, leaving out the 
light of the Spirit, the light of revelation, or 
saying that there is no God, and such being 
the case, on the natural 
ural world and the natural belief and ideas of 
those who imbibe deistical Principles, they do 
not know whether it is the sun or not that 
shines upon us; they feel warm, taey think they 
see the sun. But if your optic nerve may 
ceive you, 80 the astronomer may be deceived, 
“ No,” says he, “I can not Se deceived; and 
this tion say, “ we can not be deceiy- 
ed; we know that we hear you preach to-day;

Kingdom of the Last Days. 


Donine the latter part of last and the 
beginning of this week,a Professor Leibee, late 
of Australia, advertised his intention of deliv- 
ering a course of lectures in this city, the sub- 
ject matter of which was “to be based upon 
solemn and important scriptural traths of 
startling and vital interest,” the first lecture to 
be delivered on Monday evening last. He pro- 
posed to discuss and prove to a demonstration, 
Ist. That the Government of the United 
States is the same kingdom the prophet Daniel 
speaks of in chap. 2, 44, where he says in the 
days of these kings shall the God of Heaven 
set up a kingdom, etc. 2ud. Thut it is the 
same kingdom in which he promised his Apos- 
tles they should sit upon twelve thrones judg- 
ing the Twelve tribes of Israel. 8rd. That it 
is the same new Jerusalem that St. John saw 
descending out of heaven from God, with a 
great high wall, twelve gates—the names of 
the twelve tribes of Israel written thereon; 
twelve foundations—the names of the twelve 
aposties of the Lamb in them. 4th. That it 
is the same kingdom that Christ told the Jews 
should be taken from them, and given to a na- 
tion bringing forth the fruits thereof. 5th. 
That a new era in the history of the world is 
about to take place in this kingdom. It will 
commence by God calling forth that stone laid 
before Joshua, spoken of by the prophet Zech- 
sriah, in chap. m., v.8—9. 6th. That the 
kingdom of Great Britain will be united to this 
Government before the year 70, and before the 
end of another century the whole world will 
belong to this kingdom. It will not stop uni- 
ting until the whole is absorbed in it, complete- 
ly falfilling the prophecy of Daniel, chap. vi1,27. 

Desirous of hearing his arguments in sup- 
port of these points, we repaired on Monday 
evening to Musical Hall; but there was so poor 
an attendance that the lecturer solicited as a 
favor from those present, that they would per- 
mit him to defer it until he could give greater 
publicity to the notice. He felt that he could 
do the subject better justice before a full house, 
than he could before a few individuals. He 
could prove the allegations that he had made, 
from the Scriptures, in a plain, straightforward 
and logical manner. He had carefully studied 
the subject,and was satisfied that these United 
States was the kingdom which Daniel said 
should be set up and in which Jesus said his 
apostles should sit upon twelve thrones, and 
that before the year 65 Great Britain would 
belong to the Yankees. 

It is quite a step in advance of the common- 
ly received opinions of the age for a man to 
advocate the idea that the kingdom of God— 
which Daniel said should be set up never to be 
destroyed—was not set up by the Lord when 
he was on the earth, but was to be established at 
some subsequent period of time. Thus far we 
can endorse Professor Leibee’s views, as also 
in regard to this continent being the place 
where this kingdom should be established.— 
Bat there are insuperable difficulties in the way 
of proving that the Government of the United 
States is that kingdom which the prophet saw 
in vision,or which Jesus told his disciples about. 
The stone the prophet saw cut out of the 
mountain without hands was not to be a repub- 
lic, bat a Aangdom; and in its origin it was to 
be entirely diverse from any of the kingdoms 
extant, from the fact that the God of heaven 
should set it ur. Now, this cam not possibly, hy 
any fair construction, be made to apply to the 
government of the United States as it stands 
at present. The States acknowledge no king, 
not even Christ himself, neither would they re- 
ceive a message from him as authority. And 
though the government was andoubtedly the 
production of superior and divine wisdom be- 
stowed upon the men who brought it forth, yet 
they did not act in the name of God; they 
neither possessed nor claimed the authority to 
establish sach a kingdom. In this respect, 
therefore, the government they established was 
not diverse from the government of Great 
Britain, or any of the governments which this 
stone, that God was to set rolling would 
break in pieces. 

We do not design, however, to discuss this 
subject at present—to show the nature of the 


organization of the kingdom, which Jesus said 


‘is the shortest, the most central, the

The Inaugural. 


Tur steamer J. L. Stephens brought news of 
the inauguration of Mr. Buchanan as Presi- 
dent of the United States. His address upon 
the occasion was well concvived,and is an earn- 
est that wisdom, impartiality and vigor will be 
among the chief characteristics of his adminis- 
tration. He endorses the doctrine of “ pop- 
ular sovereignty; ” and his policy with regard 
to the Territories of the United States will be 
based upon that doctrine. The people of the 
Territories, who may form their State Consti- 
tutions preparatory to admission into the 
Union, during his administration, will, so far 
as his position and influence can secure that 
end, be left free to choose and adopt their own 
institutions, independent of all outside influ- 
ences from whatever quarter they may come.— 
This is the only position that can be taken on 
this question,which will honor the Government, 
and accord justice to the people of the Terri- 
tories; because it presupposes their intelligence, 
admits their capacity for self-government, and 
concedes to them the rights of freemen. Utah, 
in common with other territories desires noth- 
ing more thar. this, and if her Constitution is 
republican, and does not contravene the na- 
tional Constitution, sheer justice demands that 
prejudice and bigotry be not allowed to bar 
her admission into the Confederacy upon an 
equal footing with the original States. 

The President assures us, that his best en- 
deavors will be made to administer the govern- 
ment in pureness, and to root out corruption 
wherever found. He finds within the compass 
of the war-making power, the right of Con- 
gress to appropriute money for a military road 
across the continent, and bis language implies 
that a railroad is meant: for it is impossible 
that men and munitions of war can ‘‘ be speed- 
ily transported” from the Eastern States to 
the Pacific by any other. With regard to our 
foreign policy, he says, ‘‘ we ought to cultivate 
peace,commerce and friendship with all nations, 
and this not merely as the best means of pro- 
moting our own national interest, but in a spir- 
it of Christian benevolence towards our fellow 
men, wherever their lot may be cast.” 

The tone of the address throughout is bold 
and manly, yet seasoned with discretion and 
moderation, and evinces the desire of Mr. Bu- 
chanan to adapt his administration to the 
wants of the people,and welfare of the country. 

Carson Vatitey Roap.—In view of the re- 
cent appropriation for a Wagon Road by Con- 
gress, the San Joaquie Republican proposes 
that the people in that section of the State take 
means to improve the route by the Big tree to 
Carson Valley; and to secure concert, suggests 
that a convention of the citizens of San Joa- 
quin, Calaveras, Amador, Tuolumne, Stanis- 
laus, Mariposa, Tulare and Mercede counties 
be held at an early day. The people in the 
South seem to be quite anxious to secure the 
trade with Carson Valley, and they will doubt- 
less take speedy action upon the subject. 

TLe Sacramento Union while speaking upon 
and commending the idea broached by the 
Stockton Republican, urges the people interest- 
ed in the route running from the Sacramento 
valley to that of Carson to take the same 
course, and to devise ways and means to se- 
cure the improvement and completion of a 
road from that part of the State. 

The Iowa Hill News, in alluding to this sub- 
ject, stirs up the citizens of Placer County to 
the consideration of the benefits to be derived 
by the building of a good substantial road from 
that county via Wash-ho Valley, Lake Bigler, 
to Carson Valley. This route, says the JVews, 


most practicable and can be built at less 
expense than any other route. It will re- 
quire but a small outlay to keep it in repair 
—being a ridge road nearly the whole distance. 
There will be no ‘slides’ to clear away every 
spring, for the road cau be built without cut- 
ting around the sides of mountains. It will re- 
quire but one small bridge, and that can be 
built so high, that it will be impossible for the 
freshets to wash it away. The ascent is grad- 
ual, and with very little grading, wagons could 
reach the Valiey with full loads.” 

The disposition to open a good ,feasible wag- 
on route to Carson Valley appears to be so 
general, in view of its large and constantly in- 
creasing trade and the benefits to be derived 
from the eastern emigration, that the comple- 
tion of ove or two good roads may be confiden}- 
ly expected during the ensuing summer.

Tue Placerville American of last Satarday 
contains an article headed ‘ Mormonism,” in 
which the editor retorts to the communication 
of Eider Wm: Cooke, published in the Srax- 
parD of the 20th, by making a good many 
charges against the Mormons, and the state of 
things which exists in Utah. These charges, 
he states, are made upon “ the authority of the 
Church,” he baving heard an apostate- Mormon 
lecturer read from an article in the Deseret 
News, “written” by Brigham Young, “that the 
Mormons could beat the world at bragging, 


‘lying, cheating, swindling, swearing, drinking, 


etc., etc.” So far as his scurrilous remarks rel- 
ative to Elder Cooke are concerned, we have 
nothing to say; Elder ©. has already made 
public the cause of the Democrat’s attack up- 
on him, and if he deems the editor’s subsequent 
remarks worthy of notice, he is fully compe- 
tent to reply to them. But relative to these 
charges, which, he says, are made upon the au- 
thority of Brigham Young, we have a little to 
say. The editor confesses in his article that 
he has not been initiated into the fascinating 
mysteries of Mormonism, and that he does not 
know much about it. Now, for those who do 
know much about Mormonism this confession 
was quite unnecessary, as the perusal of his ar- 
ticle would be all that could be needed to con- 
vince them that the editor really did not know 
much about the subject upon which he was 
writing. 

An apostete-Mormon lecturer states that the 
Mormons are a bad people, a set of graceless 
scamps, and reads from the words of Brigham 
Young, published in the Deseret News, to prove 
it.

‘“'There are many of the men and women now be- 
fore me who have looked fora pure people, and have 
supposed that that was a.proof of the truth of 
our doctrines, but they will never find such a people 
until Satan is bound and Jesus comes to reign with 
hie Saints. The doctrine we preach is the doctrine 
of salvation, and it is that which the Elders of this 
Church take to the world, and not the people of Utah.

Later from China. 


By the arrival of the bark Godfrey, Capt. 
Grant, 53 days from Hongkong, we have news 
to the 7th of February, twelve days later than 
previous advices. 

Cantou was still in flames when she sailed. 
No further progress had been made by the Brit- 
ish admiral with the troops at his disposal ; they 
find it hard work, as a portion of the regiment 
was at Canton,while the remainder are compel- 
led to do extra duty. 

The first instalment of British reinforce- 
ments, consisting of 272 men, had arrived from 
Singapore. A steamer had arrived at Sing- 
apore from Penang with 150 tons of shot, shell 
and ammunition, which would be forwarded to 
Canton the first opportunity. 

The Chinese were not idle; they still continu- 
ed their attacks when opportunity offered. — 
They made an ineffectual attempt to blow up 
H. B. M. Ship Comus with fire rafts; the Co 
mus escaped, however, with slight damage to 
her rigging, foreyard and bows. 

The Niger and Barracouta had visited 
Whampoa. Bambootown remained untouch- 
ed, but Newtown, tugether with all the foreign- 
ers’ houses, workshops, etc., on shore, had been 
levelled. The piles of the various docks had 
been burnt, and every vestige of planks and 
spars removed. The stone work of the upper 
part of the granite dock had been dug up by 
the Chinese, and as they could not remove the 
caisson, they had spitefully perforated it with 
shot holes. Ten thousand dollars, it is said, 
will not replace the damage done to the dock 
alone. 

The Chinaman who had been arrested for 
poisoning the foreigners with arsenic in bread, 
had been examined and discharged for want of 
evidence. Offers of reward of $1000 each had 
been made for the apprehension of the two 
foremen of the bakery in which the poisoned 
bread was baked. Three Chinese had been ar- 
rested on a charge of administering poison to 
a family in the form of seeds of stramonium in 
milk. 


Legislative. 


Ow the 27th, E. A. Rowe, who has figured 
so conspicuously in the abstraction of the 
$124,000 and the affairs of the Treasury, was 
summoned to appear before the bar of the Sen- 
ate, to testify in the matter of the impeach- 
ment of the Controller; but the Sheriff report- 
ed him sick. A coaple of physicians were draft- 
ed from the ranks of the Senate, who with two 
other Senators proceeded to the Prison Brig to 
see him. He was thought to be too unwell 
to be removed to the Senate Chamber, where- 
upon the Court of Impeachment adjourned. 

On the 28th, the Senate, at noon, resolved 
itself into a Court of Impeachment. The Lieu- 
tenant Governor presiding. The Sheriff com- 
municated the fact that the witness E. A. 
Rowe, whose appearance had been demanded 
by the Senate was confined to his bed by illness 
even more severe than yesterday. ‘The Court 
then adjourned. 

In the Assembly, on the 28th, an Act was 
introduced authorizing a Board of three Com- 
missioners to dispose of certain property on the

bulkhead. Referred to Committee on commerce 


and navigation. This bill is viewed with mach 


suspicion by many parties, and some do not 
hesitate to brand it as a swindling operation. 

In the Assembly, on the 80th, an Act toav- 
thorize David Seely and others to collect cer- 
tain tolls in San Bernardino county, was passed. 
: On the 30th, the Court of Impeachment, 
pursuant to adjournment, met, and E. A. 
Rowe, appeared as witness, He desired before 
giving his testimony that his counsel should be 
present. The proposition created considerable 
discussion; but the court refused by s vote of 
sixteen to six to allow witness time to send for 
his counsel. On being examined by the Man- 
agers he premptorily denied being interested in 
the snbstitation of State warrants for cash in 
settlements with State Treasurer, Witness ad- 
mitted that there may have been moneys be- 
longing to the State on deposit with Wells, 
Fargo & Co. All questions pertaining to the 
disposition of the $124,000 were ruled ont as 
irrelevant, that matter being in the hands of 
the Investigating Committee of the Assembly. 
McNeil, a clerk in the house of Wells, Far- 
go & Co., was sworn, and testified that he had 
acted as agent for County Treasurers in their 
settlements with the State Treasurer. The war- 
rants upon the State were substituted by him, 
instead of cash. Witness replied—in answer 
to the question, what understanding he had 
with Hueson, the State Controller’s Clerk, for 
the payment of warrants in this case—that he 
had an understanding to pay his warrants at a 
certain price; he purchased the warrants with 
his own money, putting the warrants at from 
80 to 90 cents. The per centage received by 
witness amounted to more than one-tenth of 
the entire profit, provided the warrants were 
taken at par. Witness divided his profits with 
Hueson. Whitman, the State Controller, was 
not interested in these transactions. It was 
the habit of Hueson to substitute warrants 
supplied him by witness at par value. Witness 
believed that Whitman was not aware of these 
substitutions having been made. In the aggre- 
gate of settlements he did not know what 
amount of warrants was substituted for cash. 
Mr. McNeil acknowledged that he bad writ- 
ten to the Attorney-General to induce him to 
suppress his letter addressed to the Controller, 
in relation to the reception of scrip for taxes 
into the State Treasury. He did this because 
its publication would affect the price of scrip. 

On the 31st, on assemblirg of the Court of 
Impeachment, a written protest against the rul- 
ing of the Court of yesterday, whereby they 
refused to permit the witness Rowe to testify 
as to the disposition of the $124,000 of missing 
moneys, was read by Mr. Hall, of counsel for 
the State. He argued that it was absolately 
necessary to sustain certain allegations in the 
articles of Impeachment that the evidence 
sought to be elicited from the witness Rowe 
should be adduced before this Court. This was 
replied to by the counsel for the defence. 

In the Assembly, on the 31st, the following 
Resolation was offered: 
Resolved, That the Attorney-General be and 
is hereby directed to commence suit against 
Wells, Fargo & Co., for the recovery of any 
and all sams of money and gold dust received 
by them on deposit from any of the County 
Treasurers of this State, and for which, and in 
lieu thereof, they paid to the State Treasurer 
in Comptroller’s warrants. Referred to Jt- 
diciary Committee. 
In the Assembly, on the Ist April, a Reso 
lution was offered by Mr. Sweezy, on behalf of 
the managers in the matter of the impeach- 
ment of the State Controller, requesting the 
Senate to comply with the prayers of the Man- 
agers, and postpone the trial of G. W. Whit- 
man until such time as the testimony of the 
Attorney General and one Wm. Willis can be 
procured, without requiring said managers to 
disclose the nature of testimony in advance of 
its presentation. Adopted.

His heavens do as truly reign ag ig 
the days of Joshua and Daniel.” 

If Dr. Scott be correct, the people are not 
only living under a theocracy, but even the of. 
ficers that administer the governments that 
themselves have instituted and organized are of 
theocratic appointment. Consequently they 
have no real cause to apprehend so much dan. 
ger from the very source from which they have 
drawn their political rights, and national great- 
ness. 

Some may inquire if the people have com 
mitted treason by organizing their various 
forms of government within a theocracy? Not 
necessarily. Why? Because the theocracy 
that governs the whole world may have grant- 
ed them this privilege; and,still more,may have 
influenced and indirectly produced these or- 
ganized institutions. Therefore the old Roman 
maxim can only hold good to a very limited ex- 
tent, viz: That a kingdom can not exist within 
a kingdom. For the confederation of these 
United States proves the reverse to be the fact; 
llere we see thirty or more independent States 
organized within one general government.— 
Therefore a kingdom can exist within a king- 
dom. And people can prosper and enjoy all 
desirable freedom, under a theocracy. For ia 
both of these conditions the people-have lived 
for the past eighty years. A theocracy, then, is 
not antagonistical to a democratic republican 
government like that of these United States.— 
And the converse ought to hold good, that is: 
the government of these United States is not 
antagonistical to a theocracy. The question 
then becomes cne of law, and of fact. First, 


themselves into a body and covenanting with 
each other to obey the laws of a theocracy?— 
No. Second, Is ita fact that the laws of a 
theoeracy do not require any of its subjects to 
violate the fundamental laws of these United 
States? Yes. These are mere assertions it 
is true, but they hold good until they can be 
proven false. If correct, a theocracy can exist 
in a democratic republican government like 
that of these United States without iofring- 
ments upon the rights of either, and the hasty 
inconsiderate jadgment of the people ought te 
be reversed. Every honest man ought to feel 
perfectly secure in his person and privileges se 
long as the laws of his government are not vi 
olated. Every patriot ought to watch with 
jealous eyes, and allow no violation thereof; 
and let the people one and all say “we will 
strictly maintain the laws of our country. The 
Constitution shall be maintained intact. All 
of its requirements shall be implicitly obeyed— 
all of the privileges that it grants, shall be sa- 
credly enjoyed; and any man found violating & 
law of the land, that law shall judge him, and 
we will see that it is faithfully and impartially 
executed.” Then if a theocracy can live, or 
any other association can live under it, they 
have a legal right to live. Yes more, they 
have a right to claim its protection and sup- 
port, and enjoy all that is guaranteed to its 
faithful subjects. As they support the gov- 


port them. Who can deny it?

FROM GREAT SALT LAKE CITY. 


From owr Correspondent : 
F: G. 8. L. Orrr, Jan. 30th, 1867. 

Baoritin Caxnox: None bat those who have dwelt 
here fealize the quietness that prevails. The 
deep snows in the mountains are so impenetrable to 
man, that all correspondence between us and the 
lower world is for a season cut off. A party with the 
Easterh mail left here a week or two since; but could 
not pass the Little Mountain, and returned, one man 
baving teen frozen to death. It is said by meteor- 
ologists that eight feet of snow have already fallen. 
There até now good roads and fine sleighing to all 
the primeipal settlements throughout the Territory. 

But 7h will ask, What has become of the cattle 
and other stock on the range? Some horses and cat+ 
tle have: died, in the midst of our severest storms, 
but the owners are taking meagpres to save those 
that remain, if possible, by distributing hay to them 
on the range. It is a fortunate circumstance that 
large quantities of hay were cut last season. Thore 
who it, can obtain theirown price. It sells 
readily at 15 @ $20 ® ton, and if the deep snows do 
not sodn remove, there will be little to be had at any 
price. The people generally are not so well supplied 
with wood as usual; and the labor is very severe and 
basardous to get it down from the mountains—in 
this I have had some experience during a previous 
winter; and I can say that no toil is more fatiguing 
and weating upon man than this. And who buta 
‘*Mormen’’ would perform it? None. And why do 
the ‘‘Mormons"’ yield to such serfdom!’—is a ques- 
tion often asked by those unacquainted with ‘‘ Mor- 
monism.’’ They have taken up their abode amid 
the barren hills and the cragged Rocky mountains, 
where neither the rains descend to water the thirsty 
land, nor the dews to moisten the tender vegetation; 
where the husbandman, having prepared his ground 
and sowed his seed, and watered it by artificial means, 
with enormous labur, is so often despoiled of his 
eagerly anticipated reward by the ravages of insects; 
where so much incessant exertion is required to create, 
shall I say a competence, or a mere pittance—where 
luxuries ure all imported, high priced, and available 
only to the wealthy, and very few of the worldly 
wealthy there; where the forests of timber are far 
removed to the high mountains—no lowland groves 
or shady bowers; no gallant ship bears to them the 
spices of the East, or conveys to distant climes their 
handiwork or the products of their soil; the merry 
chime of the steamer's bell, or the whistle of the ap- 
proaching rail-car is not heard in their cities; all is 
dull and monotonous, and ill calculated to gratify 
the ostentatious novelty of a fast generation. 

And why have a people so practical, so enterpris- 
ing, sought the wild fastnesses of rocky mountains, 
while so many wide-spread acres lie uncultivated in 
more iaviting regions’ Is it because they love liberty? 
Are not the fertile plains of Kansas and Nebraska, 
and the uadulating prairies of Iowa stretching out 
before them and bidding them welcome, all, all pro- 
tected by the most blessed and free government on 
the earth, and liberty guaranteed’ Could they not 
find, in all the varied scenery and temperature with- 
ia this glorious confederacy, from Maine to Mexico, 
and from Oregon to Florida, some more congenial 
clime, for the development of their genius, and the 
extension of their industry? 

Reader, thou that framest such questions, let me 
tell you, No! No land or clime upon this wide-spread 
continent offered so many inducements to this people, 
strange as it may sound, as the one we inhabit, with 
all ite disadvantages and uuinviting features to the 
world. Wesought for peace—were willing for the 
sake of this to go to the remotest and most inhospit- 
able part of the earth, that we might worship the 
Lord our God according to our desires. Did we wish 
to prohibit others from the enjoyment of the like 
privilege? It would be more than madness to assume 
such a pretext. Yet, here, also, enemies have sought 
us; have tried to corrupt and debase our community 
by their long-practiced abominations. Our streets, 
even here, are strolled at midnight by the seducer, 
thirsting for the pollution of the unwary. Our eyes 
behold them, and our ears are pressed to hear of 
their secret and damnable plottings against us. 

How long would any people endure this? Is it just, 
or called for, to crouch at our enemies’ feet, and let 
them trample us in the dust’ Thricealready have this 
people, without shadow of justice or humanity, suf- 
fered proscription because of their religion—many 
have been robbed of their all—turned out of their 
own houses in the winter to perish; many have been 
brutally murdered; their wives and daughters ravisb- 
ed even unto death, and their little ones dashed 
against the stones. 

And these men would fain have a repetition of 
those scenes! But shallit be?’ God forbid! Life, 
fortune and honor are but indifferent pledges that, | 
in the name of the Lord of Hosts we will never stand 
still and behold these things again. The Prophet of 
God has declared it, and all the Saints in heaven and 
on the earth say AMEN. 

The Saints rejoice in the work of God. The Lord 
is pouring out his Spirit more abundantly upon the 
upright. The spirit of Zion begins to prevail—God 
speed it. Our fiddlers have turned preachers of the 
gospel, and the dancers go forth to magnify the Holy 
Priesthood and bear the testimony of Jesus. —

It was 
a pity, however, that he did not keep a correct copy 
of his addréss made t6 the Grand Jury when holding 
court here lest July. You have doubtless seen an 
account of his pretended address made at the above 
time and place, as published 
can, and which I am prepared to prove is as false as 


the devil could invent, and he knew it was best to 
publish all such matters as far from home as possible, 
so he might enjoy fora brief period the honor of 
being very efficient asa U. 8. officer, and that of a 
great brave in traducing the character and morals of 
& people he knew to be as far superior to himself as 
light is removed from darkness. Documents for the 
above van be turnished on demand. 

All is peace and prosperity here at the present 
time. Much land has been broken up, seed sown, 
and improvements made, and the probability is that 
we shall have a heavy crop of all kinds of grain and 
vegetables this year, and instead of packing flour 
from California we shall have a large surplus to spare.

The old settlers report 
mote snow and rain than ever was known before, the 
snow, however, does not remain long in this or Washo 
valley, and our stock are doing fitte and will come 
out fat when we need them. I have seen tatter grass 
fed beef in this country during the past winter than 
I evet saw in the Eastern States.

Dean Sr: In your issue of the 13th instant, I no- 
ticed some extracts from a communication you had 
received from the Rev. Mr. Dryden. From what I 
learned at Foleom of the Re:’. gentleman's feelings, 
as wellas from the few remarks of his which you 
published, I judge that his indignation was consider- 
ably aroused in consequence of the misconstruction 
put upon his words by your correspondent at that 
place and the publicity given to his name in connec- 
tion therewith. Neither brother Stuart nor myself 
understood Mr. D. as your correspondent seems to 
have done, and when we saw his letter in the Sran- 
DARD we both expressed our regrets that such a mis- 
understanding had taken place. As we do not seek to 
create any false sympathy in our behalf, as Mr. D. 
has hinted that we did, neither do we desire to suffer 
persecution for that purpose, for we can assure that 
gentleman, that we as a people, have already suffered 
enough to enlist in our favor the sympathies of every 
honest heart, and as for the rest, we scorn their syco- 
phantic smiles and equally despise their frowns. 

We can, however, assure Mr. D. that it wasan un- 
intentional misrepresentation of his words, and a 
very excusable mistake if we take into consideration 
the circumstances of confusion and haste under which 
the words were spoken, rendering it almost impos- 
sible for any onc to tell distinctly what was said. 

Permit me here, also, to point out a few discrep- 
ancies in his statement of the case—-not that I think 
he has intentionally falsified the facts, nor that the 
errors are of any importance, but to show the Rev. 
gentleman the necessity and propriety of exercising 
charity towards others, inasmuch as he is not him- 
self infallible. First, he said Mr. Stuart preached 
from Gal. 1: 8. Elder Stuart did not preach that 
evening at all. Elder H. G. Boyle preached from 
the above text, after which I followed, briefly show- 
ing that none of the ministers of Protestant Chris- 
tendom have the slightest authority to preach the 
Gospel of Christ or to administer in its ordinances,on 
which issue I am prepared to meet him at any time. 
To this Mr. D. made no reply, neither attempting to 
defend himself nor his ministerial brethren from the 
charge of imposture in palming themselves off for 
Ambassadors of Jesus Christ and Representatives of 
the Kingdom of God, when they have no authority 
so to do. This, Mr. D, may think a light matter. 
Not so God: see Num , 16: especially 10th and 40th 
verses; 2d Chron., 26: 16—23; Sam., 13: 8—14. If 
God anciently so punished those who were guilty of 
acting in His name and officiating in the ordinances 
of His house without being duly authorized to do so, 
what may we expect will be the fete of those who 
are guilty now of like presumption. _I suppose not 
having any thing to say in reply to this, and feeling 
that the cap fitted rather too tightly, Mr. D. tried to 
get rid of it by placing it upon some one else's head, 
and therefore endeavored to make it appear that by 
preaching and practising polygamy, we were preach- 
ing another and different gospel from that taught by 
Jesus Christ or Paul, and that we therefore came un- 
der the curse pronounced by that apostle in Gal., 1: 8. 

After meeting we had quite a little discussion, tho’ 
in a confused, disorderly manner. Polygamy was our 
opponent's great hobby. We offered him, in the 
presence of the audience, five dollats for every pas- 
sage he would bring from any part of the Bible directly 
condemning polygamy. This he did not attempt to 
do, but immediately turned round and offered us 
twenty dollars for every passage we could cite from 
the New Testament directly favoring polygamy. We 
quoted to him Christ's words in Mark, 10: 29, 80, 
and Luke, 18: 29, 30. ‘ Pho, pho, pho,’’ said Mr. 
D., with a characteristic toss of his head and shrug 
of his shoulders, ‘‘ yes, and horses and cattle, &.— 
nonsense."" This may be perfect nonsense to him 
and all those who have ‘‘ obtained like precious (!) 
faith,’’ looking for an ephemeral, indefinite, indefin- 
able heaven beyond the bounds of time and space, 
where neither wives nor children, horses nor cattle, 
bouses nor lands, por any other thing animate or in- 
animate can possibly exist. But, believing as we do, 
that, according to the promises of God contained in 
the Bible, Jesus will come and live and reign on the 
earth with all His Saints a thousand years, (Hev., 20: 
4—9.) that he will then, by fire, cleanse the world 
from wicked men and all their corruptions and re- 
store it to a celestial glory, that the New Jerusalem, 
the city of our God will then descend from heaven to 
the new earth (Rev., 21: 1, 2.) as the eternal and 
glorious abode of all those who are made kings and 
priests unto God, and that all the nations of those 
who are saved and found worthy to live upon this 
earth will walk in the light of the city and bring 
their glory and honor into it. (Rev., 21: 24.) With 
these views, it is of course not very difficult for us to 
conceive that Jesus meant just what he said in the 
pessages above quoted, nor does it require any great 
stretch of the imagination, nor any violence to our 
reason to anticipate a literal fulfilment of those pro- 
mises. 


In conclusion, I will say, we are prepared to main- 
tain and defend any and every principle we teach, 
before, or aguinst any opponents. Nor do we say this 
in « spirit of boasting or defiance, far from it. I trust 
not in my own strength, I have no wisdom of my 
own; but notwithstanding I feel and confess my own 


sed of all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge. 
Knowing that I have been sent and commissioned 
by the proper authority and by the spirit of revela- 
tion to preach the Gospel, my trust is in that Spirit 


which the Great Founder of our religion has promised 


to. all those who are called to bear a faithful testi- 


mony of His name, (Mark, 18: 11.) and to him shall | already 


be all the praise and the honor.

Inauguration of the mew President. 


On Monday morning, March 24, Mr. Buchanan left in 


Lancaster, amid the firing of cannon, and the ring- 
ing of church bells, accompanied by the Lancaster 
Fencibles. Thousands of people turned out to wish 
God-speed to their illustrious townsman; and men, 
women and children vied with each other in paying 
him their respects, heartily cheering him and wish- 
ing him every blessing which heaven could bestow 
upon him, until he entered the special train, which 
was to convey him to Columbia. Arriving here, the 
train stopped but for a few moments, when it started 
for Baltimore, where he was met by a large concourse 
of peopie and escorted to the City Hotel. Here he 
partook of refreshments, and ofice more was en route 
for Washington, where he atrived In good season, 
and immediately proceeded to the apartments pro- 
vided for him at the National Hotel. On Tuesday, 
March 8d, he was waited upon by the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, and Mr. Brecketiridge, who arrived 
early in the morning. Throughout the entire day 
the city was the scene of the greatest excitement. 
The avenues were densely crowded with citizens of 
both sexes, notwithstanding the coldness of the 
weather. The hotels and boarding houses were over- 
flowing, and many persons had to pass the night in 
the streets. Washington was never so full of visitors 
before, and during the whoie of the night they con- 
tinued to arrive from all points of the compass. 
During the morning the streets were crowded, and 
musical with military bands, as the various military 
bodies and societies moved forward to take their 
place in the line of procession, which moved from 


the parade ground down the aventie to the Presi- | °4 


dent’s Hotel, the National, at about twelve o'clock. 
As the head reached the hotel the column halted— 
the line faced forward—the military presented arms— 
the drums rolled out a grand salute, and soon after 
the President and Vice President elect emerged from 
the hotel, and took seats in their carriage, amid the 
cheers of a crowd which filled the broad avenue as far 
as the eye could reach on either side. 

Messrs. Buchanan and Breckenridge were surround- 
ed by the Keystone Club, preceded by the military 
and a representation by alady of the Goddess of Lib- 
erty, mounted on a high platform, drawn by six 


horses, and followed by a model of a ship of war of 


considerable size, made by the mechanics of the 
Washington Navy Yard. 

Then followed the various clubs,engitie companies, 
etc., according to programme. 

Mr. Buchanan reached the Capitol about one Pp. m., 
and proceeded to deliver the Inaugural Address. 

The crowd was immense, and the cheering very 
enthusiastic. Twenty-four military companies, seven 
clubs and associations, and several fire companies 
participated in the procession.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


A very sad affair took place at President Pietce's 
closing levee. An immense crowd was gathered to- 
gether in the reception room, when Col. D. U. Lee, 
a ($1,400) clerk in the Pension office, feeling a hand 
suddenly withdrawn from his pocket, and missing 
his wallet, turned suddenly around and seized Mr. 
Hume, a highly respected citizen of Alexandria, and 
accused him of picking his pockets. Mr. H. denied 
the charge, and as each were accompanied by a lady, 
they exchanged cards and passed on. The next morn- 
ing, Mr. Hume, having procured the company of in- 
dividuals to testify to his standing in society, went 
to the Pension office, and, after establishing his pos- 
ition and respectability, insisting on Mr. Lee retract- 
ing his statement. Col. Lee refused to do so, and 
insisted, with oaths, that Mr. Hume was the man; 
whereupon Mr. H. struck him with his cane, when 
Lee drew a pistol and shot him dead upon the spot. 


CONG BESSIONAL. 


The old Congress adjourned on the 4th of March, 
after having consumed the entire night in its labors. 
Among its last acts was the passage of a new tariff 
bill, which will reduce the revenue some fourteen 
millions, and also of a tll providing for a line of 
mail coaches from the Mississippi to Calitornia. The 
bill granting to Gen. Scott the arrearages of pay 
denied him by Secretary Davis, was also passed. The 
investigation of the House Corruption Committee re- 
sulted in che expulsion of O. B. Matteson, and the 
resignation, before the action of the House, of Messrs. 
Gilbert and Edwards, all representatives from New 
York. Mr. Welch, of Connecticut, was uitted 
before the Committee. Messrs. Simonton and Trip- 
lett, reporters, were expelled from the 
floor of the House, on suspicion of complicity with 
lobby members. 

Among the other bills passed, which received 
President Pierce’s signature,we note the following: 
the Deficiency Appropriation bill, the Sub-marine 
Telegraph, the Equalizing of the value of Spanish 
coin, redeemed at the Mint, in exchange for the new 
cent piece. A bill has passed both Houses, makin 
an appropriation of $600,000 per annum for the estab- 
lishment of an overland line of mail coaches from the 
Mississippi river to San Francisco. Among bills pas- 
sed by the Senate was one to contract for a Telegraph 
line to the Pacific coast. 


AFFBAY IN KANSAS. 


On the night of the 17th of February a bloody af- 
fray took place at Lecompton, Kansas, in which the 
Sheriff was killed and three other men wounded. A 
meeting of Geary's friends was held at the Capitol to 
sustain his course and express disapprobation of the 
recent outrage to him. Sheriff Sherrod and his friends 
came armed, to breax it up. When the resolutions 
were read, Sherrod declared that any one voting for 
them wae a liar and a coward. The excitement grew 
intense. Sherrod drew his pistol and fited, wounding 
aman named Shepherd. Miscellaneous shooting then 
began, and was continued for some time. Mr. Sher- 
rod was shot through the head by a young man 
named Jones, who came from Pennsylvania with the 
Governo:. Shephetd had two bullets in his thigh 
and a wound on his head; two others were slightly 
wounded. The Sherrod men, seeing they would be 
ovetpowered, offered no violence after Sherrod fell.

Nicaragua. 


On the arrival of the Sierra Nevada at San Juan, 
on her downward trip the allies ey reap a force 
of four hundred men tointercept the body of recruits 
which went from San Francisco, while on their way 
to join Walker at Rivas. Information of this fact 
was received by Major Cucig, who was on his way 
with a small force to escort the recruits to Rivas, and 
he at once dispatched a courier to inform General 
Sanders to proceed with two hundred men atid give 
the allies battle. 

The Walker forces met the allics on an open 0m 
half way house on the Tratisit road, and fotight 
several hours, but were at last compelled to tace back 
with severe loss; the men, through the fatigue con- 
uerit upon the tapid march they had made, being 
unable to hold their ground. 

On the same day and during the absence of General 
Sahders, the whole temaining force of the allies, 
numbering about fifteen hundred men marched into 
Rivas and gained possession of the old church, when 
Genetal Henningsen raked them with so severe a fire 
from his artillery and minnie rifles, that they speed- 
ily retreated from the church, and fell back upon 
San Jorge, having suffered great loss. 

Six hundred men have left San Jose, Casto Rica, 
to join Gen. Canas and the allies.

On the 3d 
March the steamer Reserve returned to Punta Arenas, 
and was boarded by a British officer, with the nsual 
offer of protection to any of the Ni army, 
upon which Titus abused the officer, who returned 
to his ship and had ‘Titus taken a prisoner and placed 
on board the Cbssack, The Reserve was seized ahd 
placed alongside the gun-boat Victor. A guu-boat 
was immediately dispatched to inform Captain Ersk - 
ine, the Commander of the Squadron, at Pearl Key 
Lagoon, of the above. The following morning, im- 
mediately on its arrival, Titus and the stemer were 
released, shortly after which the Satatoga came to 
anchor.

yesterday, you would answer, “ I did not hear 
him say unything.” It would be said, ‘“ you 
was at the meeting, and I saw you.” You 
would ask, “ what meeting? I was not at any 
meeting.” “Don’t you recollect going to 
meeting yesterday?” “No,I donot,” Did 
you ever know a person so forgetful as this?— 
Well, it is no more strange than mach other 
forgetfalness, not a particle more. 

A child says, “ mother, where did you put 
those shears, or that knitting? or, what did you 
do with your pipe?” The reply is, “I laid it 
up.” “But you mast have had it since.”— 
“Don’t dispute me, child,” while all the time 
she had the pipe in ber mouth. I bring up 
these small things, to compare with greater 
things. Have you never laid things carefully 
away and entirely forgotten them, and, when 
you have accidentally found them, had all the 
circumstances opened to your mind, and said, 
“OQ, I know all about them now, but I have 
never before been able to bring them to mind, 
since the things were so carefully laid by? ”— 
That is no more strange than it is that you 
should forget what the Lord has done for you 
fifty years ago; that is not more strange than 
it is for you to forget when your spirits came 
into your bodies, for you came here under a cov- 
enant to prove yourselves,in a day of darkness, 
to be friends of Gud, and under a covenant 
that you would forget everything that had past 
previous to your coming here. 

What do you know? All that you know, 
aside from what God has taught you, is not 
worth much to you; that I will say on my own 
responsibility. You know that the sun shines; 
yon can see the stars shine in a clear night.— 
You know that when you embraced the gospel 
of salvation in England, the State of New 
York, Vermont, etc., you felt happy; that your 
hearts were fall of joy and peace; that you felt 
as though the heavens smiled upon you and 
that all around was glory. There was no mal- 
ice, wrath, or root of bitterness in you, but 
since then a cloud bas come over you, the vail 
has been dropped over the vision of your minds, 
and you have been left to act for yourselves.— 
You know all this. 

What do you know on natural principles? I 
do not say natural philosophy, because my re- 
ligion is vatural philosophy. You never heard 
me preach a doctrine but what has a natural 
system to it, and, when understood, is as easy 
to comprehend as that two and two equal four. 
All the revelations of the Lord Almighty to 
the children of men, and all revealed doctrines 
of salvation are upon natural principles, upon 
philosophy, When I use this term, I use it as 
synonymous with the plan of salvation; natural 
philosophy is the plan of salvation, and the plan 
of salvation is natural philosophy. I need not 
say any more with regard to what you do not 
know. 

I have shown you, by instancing small ‘cir- 
cumstances of common occurtence, the peoplé 
are apt to deny to-day what they knew yester- 
day; and you know that you have disput- 
ed others with regard to these little things 
which have transpired, after the circumstances 
connected therewith had escaped your memory. 
It is just so with regard to your religion. — 
And when you come to the almighty philoso- 
phers,those who think they know so much, they 
are in the same dilemma; their optic nerves and 
their glasses may all deceive them. Unless a 
person is taught by the principle of eternity, 
and is insured by those principles that dwell 
with the God, be may be in doubt, because it 
is a doubtful case. All is doubtful, except 
what comes from the Almighty in his revela- 
tions to his people. 

I will now say something about our immigra- 
tion this season. In the providences of God, 
when understood, you will see that one thing 
has a bearing upon another. The providences 
of God are natural principles, when they are 
all understood, but you take a little here and a 
little there and you leave the people in mystery 
and doubt, and they will say that wonderful 
things have taken place, when at the same 
time you will find that they have all transpired 
upon natural principles. 

Previous to the death of Joseph,he said that 
the time would come when the Saints would be 
glad to take a bundle, if they could get one, 
under their arms and start to the mountains, 
and that they would flee there, and that if they 
could pick up a change of linen they would be 
glad to start with that, and to go into the wil- 
derness with anything, in order to escape from 
the destruction that is coming on the inhabit- 
ants of the earth. This we believed, or at 
least I did; though it seemed to be pretty hard 
that people should be obliged to leave their 
houses, farms, friends. and comforts they had 
gathered around them, and ran from them all. 
I am going to take that az a leading item for 

We have been experimenting. Five com- 
panies, I think, have come across the plains 
with hand carts, and they have come a great 
deal cheaper and better than other companies. 
I believe that if a company waa to, try it once 
with ox teams and once with hand carts, every 
one of them would decide in favor of the hand 
carts, unless they could ride more and be more 
comfortable than people generally are with ox 
teams. 

I count the hand cart operation a successful 
one, and there is a lesson in it which the peo- 
ple have overlooked. What is it? Let me 
ask the sisters and brethren here, what better 


off are you to-day, than as though you had 
started with a bundle under yoor arm? You 
started with an abundance, but have you any 
oxen, Or wagons, or trunks of valuable cloth- 
ing, or money?’ “No.” What have you got! 
A sister says “I have the underclothes I wore 
on the plains, and a dress, and 6 handkerchief 
which I pinned over my head in the absence of 
my sun bonnets which were worn out, andi am 
here.” Are you here? “Yes.” Did you 
come across the plains? “Yes.” Do you feel 
bad? “O, no; I feel pretty well.” Now re 
flect, what else do we want of you, and what 
else do you want of yourselves?” ‘‘ Why,” 
says one, “ I want a dress and a pair of shoes.” 
Well, go to work and earn them, and put them 
on and wear them. ‘I want a bonnet.” Go 
to work and earn it, and then wear it, as you 
used to do.. 

What do you want here, but yourselves?— 
Nothing but yourselves and your religion; that 
is all you want to bring here. If you come 
naked and barefooted, (I would not care if you 
had naught but a deer skin around you when 
you arrive here) and bring your God and your 
religion, you are a thousand times better than 
if you come with wagon loads of silver and 
gold and left your God behind. If I want to 
take a wife from among the sisters who came 
in with the hand cart trains, I would rather 
take one that had nothing, and say to her, I 
will throw a buckskin around you for the pres- 
ent; come into my house, I have plenty, or, if 
I have not, I can get a plenty. 

Some want to marry a woman because she 
has got property; some waut a rich wife; but 
I never saw the day when [I would not rather 
have a poor woman. I never saw the day that 
I wanted to be henpecked to death,for I should 
have been, if I had married a rich wife. I ask- 
ed one of my family, when in conversation up- 
on this very point, what did you bring, when 
you came to me? ‘I brought a shirt, and a 
pair of slippers, and @ sun-bonnet,” and she is 
as high a prize as I ever got in my life, anda 
great deal happier than many would have been 
with cart loads of silver and gold. 

The people are what we want. Reflect about 
this; and let the Elders, when they go apon 
missions, sound this in the edrs of the Saints; 
and, if you please, philosophise upon it, weigh 
the matter well, and see what else there is that 
is in reality good for anything, but just the 
saint at the gathering place; let the saint 
come, and we have all we can get. 

I want you to keep in mind what Joseph 
said, that the day would come when the Saints 
would be glad to take a bundle under their arms 
and run to the mountains. What else have 
they done this season? Men and women start- 
ed with their fine things, they had their gold 
and their silver, their flocks and their herds, 
and their abundance, but they have nearly all 
come here naked and bare footed, comparative- 
ly speaking; thank God for that. What do I 
care, if not the first particle of the property 
that is left behind is ever gathered up again? 
You are situated precisely as we were when we 
left Nauvoo, Kirtland, Missouri, &c. We 
started naked and bare. If I can only take 
myself and my God and my religion, it is all I 
want. The heavens are fall, the earth is the 
Lord’s, and we have nothing to do but go to 
work and organize the elements and get what 
we want. 

This is the day in which we are to learn, and 
to increase in our knowledge. Have we gota 
good lesson this time? I think we have. What 
is it? That the Saints, when they start from 
England, may stop buying their silks and sat- 
ins, their ribbons and finery. You can not 
bring them here, unless Providence provides 
different for you, than it did for the immigra- 
tion last season. If you have a fine silk man- 
tilla,a fine satin dress, fine kid shoes, a fine lace 
bonnet, and you say that you want to carry 
them to Zion, do as they did last season. Here 
are the poor we had to bring over. Now let me 
tell you that if you had taken the money you 
paid to William Walker to bring out the bag- 
gage, and used it for the gathering of the hon- 
est poor, it would have done some good; but 
that property is spoiled, I understand, and I 
am glad of it. Much of it was spoiled before 
it was taken from Iowa City, or, if it was not 
then, it probably is now. And I expect that 
the goods are all spoiled at the Devil’s Gate. 
You will pardon me for my abruptness, but I 
will tell you what that operation made me think 
of, that what you did not leave in hell’s kitch- 
en, you had to leave at the Devil’s Gate. If 
you only honor your God and your religion, the 
silks and the satins, and the money you paid 
out forjthem,may all go to hell with the balance. 
You live you religiov, and the promise I make 
you is that you shall have what you want in 
righteousness. ‘“‘ Then.” some one may say, “I 
will have a new dress to-morrow, if that is it.” 
Bat will you not wait, until your patience is 
well tried? If you will not, I will make you,if 
Ican. At the proper time, you will have all 
the riches you need. If you had riches now, 
they would do you no good. 

Recollect the text, which is that the time 
will come when the Saints will be glad to catch 
a bundle under their arms and run to the 
monntains. The time has been when they un- 
dertook to come with an abundance, but they 
got here with nothing. Take the money that 
was laid out for those articles which you ex- 
pected to put on when you came into this Tab- 
ernacle, and it would have more than made a 


comfortable fit-out for the companies from the 


States. If those articles had been left in the 
stores, and you had have taken your sovereigns 
and balf-sovereigns, and shillings and pence, you 
would have had enough to have brought all the 
companies over those plains. This is something 
that I want you Elders to thiok of; and I want 
you to thunder it among the people, long and 
loud like the thunders of Mount Sinai. 

Take the money heretofore spent for useless 
articles, and pick up your poor neighbors who 
have not the first shilling; make your way to 
Liverpool, pay your passage across the ocean 
to the United States, and then take a hand 
cart, or # good hickory stick between two and 
and put your luggage on it and let the hand 
cart go, and walk to Zion. 

When you get here, we want nothing but 
yourselves, if yon have your God and your re- 
ligion with you; but if you haye not them,stay 
back. We have already got enough half beart- 
ed Christians here; we have enough poor dev- 
ils here now, and half hearted hypocrites, and 
we do not want any more of them to come 
here. All bell is boiling over to fill this place 
with such poor, miserable characters. 

If you bring yourselves, it is all we want.— 
Take the money that bought the goods which 
have been left on the way, and it would have 
brought every soul that came in last season, 


without the assistance of the P. E. Fund com-| sale b 


pany; and, instead of our paying out fifty or 
sixty thousand dollars, that eum would have 
been saved. That money would have made 
your fit-out across the plains, to say nothing 


about what has been done for you this end of 


the route. 

Again, we could have taken every soul that 
has come in this season with the wagon trains, 
by the P. E. Fund, ete., and brought them 
from Liverpool cheaper than we brought them 
out of the snow at this end of the journey, to 
say nothing of the hardship and suffering.— 
Do you not see that there has been a great out- 
lay that we must save hereafter. 

I will say to the Saints abroad, if you can 
get some good hickory cloth,or some buckskins, 
and let the sisters make dresses and garments 
that can not be easily torn and that will last 
till you get here, and come and bring your- 
selves, that is all we want. And for the time 
to come let the P. E. Fund money alone, and 
let your silks and satins alone, and take the 
means you have and bring yourselves to this 
place. 

The Lord, in his providence, has shown you 
and me and the community. in this Territory, 
and will show to the people in the old countries, 
if the Elders are faithful, that they may bid 
farewell to bringing their millions’ worth of 
goods here. If they bring anything, let them 
bring their sovereigns here; the gold will do 
them more good here than anything else; do 
not peddle it out in the world. Get the Lord 
to send an angel with you; get his Holy Spir- 
it to travel with you to this place, and leave all 
trash behind. 

If the companies are composed solely of 
young females, they may come by tens of thou- 
sands, if they like, for I have not yet seen any- 
thing in this market that can equal the hand 
cart girls. 

I want to see men and women come as I 
have suggested; and I think just as much of 
them, if they come and bring their religion 
with them, as though they came with cart 
loads of gold, silver, and merchandize. 

I wish you to contemplate upon these things; 
and I want you to listen to my exhortation in 
spiritual things. Here is a people before me 
that say they are in a reformation; I believe it. 
There is a good spirit they have now in their 
possession, which some have not had for some 
time. 

I believe that the brethren and sisters are 
trying to do right, to make satisfaction, and to 
order their lives better before God and each 
other. And let me tell you that, when you 
have lived a whole life time, you will find that 
you have never righteously had a single hour 
to spend for anything except reformation, for 
an increase of faith, for a growth in the know- 
ledge of the truth. You have no time to back- 
slide, nor to spare for the world. It is God 
and his kingdom; all things else will be second- 
ary considerations. 

1 am happy for the privilege of speaking to 
you to-day, and I trust that I shall see you 
here many times. I pray for you contin- 
ually, and I know that you pray for me. I do 
not ask this people to pray for me, for I have 
the witness that there is not an honest heart 
in this kingdom but what is praying for me 
continually. . You are before me always, and 
my whole desire is for your welfare and the wel- 
fare of the kingdom of God on the earth. 

May God bless you: Amen.
